Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention to provide a newly develop DC UPS which is capable of 
reducing electric power loss during conversion so as to improve the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the system and start lighting system in case the utility AC voltage 
becomes abnormal.
